AUDITORIUM, SAN FRANCISCO, June 28 — With a thrilling fan­ 
fare by two Marine Corps buglers and the unfurling of a big American 
Fag, carried by a detachment of marines, the national Democratic conven­ 
tion was called to order by Vice-President Bruce Kremer at 12:26 p. rn. 
today. 
The delegates were in a cheering mood as they went into the opening 
stages of the big convention. 
For an hour before the gavel fell they had 
whooped it up with college songs and yells through megaphones. 
Following the notes of the marine buglers the band broke into the Star 
Spangled Banner while the crowd stood and sang. 
The great organ swelled 
into time with the band and a huge American flag was dropped across the 
wall back of the platform. 
It was a mammoth affair. 
As it was rolled up 
again the band played “Hail to the Chief,” and a huge oil painting of Presi­ 
dent Wilson was revealed. 
A deafening cheer came from the crowd and in a minute a Wilson 
demonstration swept the hall. 
Hats were waved and tossed in the air. 
The great cheer almost drowned out the band. 
The galleries joined but 
modestly. 
The whole turbulent scene was flooded in the unnatural white 
glare of the searchlights while the movie men cranked their cameras.
